This fpecies of infidelity, with which the 
whole fex has been very unjuftly reproach- 
ed, and of which too many have been guil- 
tv, has been owing, partly, to a thoughtlefs 
vivacity of mind ; but more to a faulty ed- 
ucation. 


The divine hand, that pencilled the fe- 
male form and {pread over ita fuperior de- 
gree of gracefuinefs, planted in the fex an 
inftin€tive fondnefs for the embellifhments 
of drefs : and it is the bufinefs of education 
to regulate, rather than eradicate this innate 
propenfity. .

ally, as fhort relaxations trom the ferious 
duties and ufeful bufinefs of life ;—that it is 
the extreme of folly to value themfelves or 
others on the adventitious circumftance of 
drefs ; and that it is not gorgeous apparel, 
which makes a really valuable and refpefta- 
ble woman ; but found fenfe duly cultivat. 
ed, prudence, fidelity, fuavity of difpofition 
and behaviour, compaflion and beneficence, 
Thefe are more ornamental than the coftlieft 
pearls ; they imprefs on the female features 
an untading beauty. 


On family circumftances and various pru. 
dential confiderations it depends, to fay, 


how much of the time and attention of girls

One 
who has been a close student, fifty years, finds that he 
is but beginning to learn, and that the fiekl before him 
constantly expands, as he advances forward: and 
hence there is cause to conclude, that human knewl- 
edge will continue to be progressive, im future states, a 

infinitum, or forever. But the knowledge of the most 
sagacious brute soon become stationary ; and there is 
no ground for a belief, that a thousand years, added 
to the usual term of its existence, would add any thing 
to its stock of information. The most striking differ- 
ence, however, between the soul of man and that of a 
brute still remains to be mentioned.—Man has moral 
sextiment—has religion—has a sense of accountability, 
that he cannot eradicate—has 2 conscience, that accu- 
ses Or excuses him:—and he looks forward to the 
scenes of immortality, either with fearful forebodings, 
or with a joyful hope.
